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ARMY METHODS IN CITY ADMINISTRATION. 


What is known as the “reform administration” of 
Mayor Strong in New York has closed with a record 
which has not altogether satisfied even its friends. It has 
accomplished most in the department of street cleaning, 
and its success there, under the administration of Col. 
Waring, is due to two things: one is the adoption of 
military methods in the street cleaning bureau, and the 
other the free expenditure of money. It was not possible 
to accomplish under previous administrations what was 
accomplished under that of Mayor Strong because of 
the limit put upon appropriations. It is to the credit of 
Col. Waring, and his able assistants, Capt. F. M. Gibson 
and Maj. H. C. Cushing, of the Army, that they have 
obtained the confidence of the public to such an extent 
that no complaint has been made of the liberality of the 
appropriations, and that they have shown how money 
ean be efficiently spent. The results of their labors in 
increased comfort, and a reduced death rate, is so appar- 
ent that it is not at all likely that there will be any 
return to the old methods. 

In view of the difficulty between Col. Waring’s prede- 
cessor in office, Capt. W. S. Andrews, of the Volunteer 
Service, and the New York Commandery of the Loyal 
Legion, it is a satisfaction to know that the recent ad- 
ministration of the New York bureau of street cleaning 
has revealed nothing to the discredit of Capt. Andrews. 
Indeed, Col. Waring, who is a member of the Order, is 
one of the most earnest of the many members who be- 
lieve that Capt. Andrews has been harshly treated. At 
the time of his trial Col. Waring sent to the Board a let- 
ter showing that one of the principal specifications 
against his predecessor was based upon a misapprehen- 
sion which his experience enabled him to correct. As 
this letter never reached the members of the Command- 
ery they acted upon the case in ignorance of the facts 
therein stated. It is certainly a pleasure to believe 
that an officer of an honorable record during the 
war, and who has since held important positions in the 
civil service, is worthy of the confidence placed in him 
and has only been subjected to the contrary inference by 
his comrades of the Loyal Legion, because of a misap- 
prehension of the facts. 





THE NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 

Assistant Secretary Roosevelt argues his cause on be- 
half of the Board on Navy personnel so ably that it is 
hardly necessary that he should for allies. The 
case is presented very fully to the Navy and each officer 
and man will have an opportunity to determine for him- 
self as to the wisdom of the radical changes proposed

in the organization of the Navy. 
will arise, and to these full weight should be given, but 
no ‘heed should be paid to arguments to or for the bill to 
be presented to Congress that have no better foundation 
than personal interest. The matter is too serious, it too 
deeply concerns the efficiency and the future credit of the 
Navy, to be dealt with on any other than the broadest 
principles of publie policy and patriotie duty. 

Speaking of John Ericsson, in his biography written 
seven ago, the editor of the “Army and Navy 
Journal” said: “He fought on new lines a contest dat- 
ing from the beginning of modern naval experience. War- 
like training requires that the fighting instinet should 
have the position of control, and this tends to place those 
who minister to the mechanical forces, of which even 
warriors must avail themselves, in the position of the 
galley slaves, chained to the oars, who contributed to 
the glory of the warriors of old without being suffered 
to share it.. England’s early naval heroes were soldiers 
and not sailors, and they were wholly dependent upon 
the nautical skill of their sailing masters for their abil- 
ity to fight upon the ocean, instead of upon the land. 
Finally, the character of the modern naval officer de- 
veloped out of a substitution of what may be called a 
chemical union of the soldier and the sailor for mere me- 
chanical association. Searcely had this result been ac- 
complished when the substitution of steam as a motive 
power resolved into their original elements these motive 
and militant forces. Once more the attempt to unite 
them is in progress, and its success is for the future to 


years 


determine.” 

The occasion would seem to be favorable for settling 
this controversy, so far at least as it concerns our own 
Navy. If it is not settled now the situation will be worse 
than before, and great discredit will be brought upon 
the Navy because of its inability to reconcile internal dif- 
ferences that so vitally affect the efficiency of its organi- 
zation. The Board who speak through Mr. Roosevelt 
have at least the right to ask that what they propose 
should be viewed without prejudice, and that any argu- 
ment directed against their plan should be addressed to 
reason and not to class prejudice. The bill proposed by 
the Board, and printed in the last number of the “Army 
and Navy Journal,” will soon come up for discussion, 
when an opportunity will be offered for considering its 
merits more fully.

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Never in the history of the world was such an enor- 
mous aggregation of wealth so mmocoguntely rotected as 
is the case at Boston on Jan. 1, 1898. In the course of 
1898 there will probably be six 10-inch guns mounted, 
making eight in all, but there is not the slightest prob- 
ability that the end of the year may see more than this 
in position. Fort Warren is even deprived of communi- 
eation by wire with the outside world.

The new Army Register for 1898 is now in the hands 
of the printer and will be ready for distribution probably 
within a few days. In the arrangement of the volume 
the same plan is followed as last year. The retired list 
now numbers 663, as against 653 a year ago. The loss 
to the retired list by death was 43, one Major General, 
three Brigadier Generals, eleven Colonels, seven Majors, 
eighteen Captains and three 2d Lieutenants. 











Unless Congress ap ropriates at once $20,000, the work 
of repairing Dry Dock No. 3 at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
will have to stop. All but $8,000 of the $100,000 appro- 
priated by Congress has been expended. Even were the 
work pushed it could now hardly be finished before 
April. The board of civil engineers recommends the use 
of extra sheet piling and concrete at the entrance to the 
dock and botton, where the leak has been discovered. 








Since William II. ascended the throne in 1889 there 
has been an extraordinary increase in the number of 
cases of lese majeste. Up to 1895 these offenses in- 
creased 33 per cent., and the number punished 25 per 
cent, During the period mentioned 4,965 sentences were 
passed. The figures available from 1889 to 1893 show 
that in the aggregate the Germans suffered 1,239 years’ 
imprisonment as the price of their limited freedom of 
speech. Between 1890 and 1895 seven children under 15 
years of age were imprisoned, forty-eight between 15 
and 18 years, 183 between 18 and 21 years, and in 1894 
forty-nine under 21 years. If our Navy officers express 
their opinions too freely of the personnel bill they may 
realize some of the experiences of the German victims of 
“lese majeste.” All the same, the columns of the “Army 
and Navy Journal” are open to them for expressions of 
opinion and we will take the responsibility. 





Hosea Biglow gives the safe advice, “Don’t prophesy 
unless you know.” In the “Journal” of June 19, 1897, 
we said: “The fortifications for the defense of Boston 
Harbor are, we are glad to observe, well under way, and 
within six months, it is hoped, that the scheme of de- 
fense will be complete.”” The qualifying expression “we 
hope” may perhaps, in this instance save our reputation 
as prophets. The six months have more than passed, 
and of the 198 guns and mortars included in the plan of 
the Fortification Board, there are now mounted at Fort 
Warren 2 guns, and at Winthrop a battery of 16 mortars. 
We make this correction because we think that great 
harm is being done the country and great injustice may 
befall the Service by the statements, official and unoffi- 
cial, that works are nearing completion which have not 
been begun, and that cities are protected which are open 
to any enemy, even the weakest. This has much to do 
with the apathy of our people and goes far to excuse it 
and to cut off liberal appropriations. 

For example, the points embraced in the plan of forti- 
fication of Boston Harbor are, from north to south, Glov- 
ers Cliff, Winthrop, Deer Island, Long Island Head, Fort 
Warren, Paddocks Island, Lovell’s Island, and Hull. 
No work whatever has been done at five of the posts 
here enumerated, and of the other three only the 
mortar battery at Winthrop is complete. Work has been 
done in only eight emplacements for 10-inch guns, and 
not a 12-inch gun or carriage or emplacement has been 
furnished or begun. Of all the auxiliary apparatus 
necessary to the defense of a harbor, such as telephone 
connections and cables, searchlights, turrets for the pro- 
tection of range finders and for commanding officers, 
secondary batteries, electric hoists, ete., etc., none has 
been provided. Any cruiser could come at night or in 
a fog into the broad, deep expanse of Broad Sound. 
within six miles of the State House and bombard at will 
without the slightest danger to herself. So behind are 
the defenses of Boston that the outer line of defense 
which is by practical artillerymen thought to be the safe 
and proper one, viz.. Nahant. the Brewster Islands, and 
Point Allerton (see Lieut. Weaver's article in the Mili- 
tary Service Institute for November, 1897) has not even 
been accepted by the Engineers for fortification!

A board of expert engineers has been in Savannah and 
vicinity for several days during the past week making a 
minnte examination of the river and harbor work done 
hy Capt. O. M. Carter during his twelve vears of resi- 
dence there as United States Engineer in charge of 
the Government works. These Engineers, all of whom 
are members of the American Society of Civil Engineers, 
are Messrs. George Y. Wisner, H. C. Rinley and Alex. 
FE. Kastl. They are all men eminent in their profession 
and they have gone to Savannah at the request of Capt. 
Cartertothoronghly examine his work and report unon it, 
whether they find it a success or a failure. Capt. Carter 
courts an investigation, and the postponement of his 
trial was made at the instance of the Government and 
not by his request. The health of Lieut. Col. Clous has 
made his participation in the court martial somewhat 
doubtful and the substitution of Col. Barr as Jndge Ad- 
vocate necessitated postponement for one week. The com- 
mittee of experts named have been to Fernandina and 
have gone carefully into all the work there. They have 
examined the work done, the results obtained and the 
conditions under which it was done. The object of this 
examination is to present to the officers of the court mar- 
tial a statement of the character of the work done. Mr. 
Wisner has heen for more than thirty years connected 
with hydraulic or river and harbor work. He rebuilt 
the jetties at the mouth of the Mississippi River, was 
the engineer in charge of the work at the mouth of the 
Brazos River, in Texas, and is familiar with the work 
on all the other gulf harbors. Mr. Wisner is also a 
member of the Deep Water Ways Commission, appoint- 
ed by the President. Mr. Ripley has had much experi- 
ence in jetty construction, being for a long while con- 
nected with the work at Galveston, and having had some- 
thing to do with nearly all of the harbors on the Texas 
coast, where conditions and methods of construction sim- 
ilar to those on the Atlantie const are found. Mr. Kastl 
was for two years connected with the work at the mouth 
of the Brazos, was in charge of the construction of the 
harbor work at Tampico, Mexico, and was for a num- 
her of years engineer on the Chicago drainage canal. He 
is now connected with the Metropolitan waterworks con- 
struetion in Massachusetts. Thus far the critics of Capt. 
Carter have had it all their own way. He is yet to be 
heard from. 


In the “North American Review” for January, Lieut 
R. C, Smith, U. S. N., considers “the conditions govern. 
ing torpedo boat design.” In concluding his article Lieut 
Smith says: “At sea the squadron should cruise with 
lights concealed and _ with scouts and destroyers surround. 
ing it on all sides, We have the beginning of a fine fleet 
of vessels, but we are almost entirely helpless in the 
means of saving them from one of the most destructiye 
foes they are liable to meet, and one whose importance 
and power of offense are constantly increasing.” 





Lieut. Guy H. Preston, 9th Cav., has been placed iy 
charge of the Army pack trains that are to undertake to 
get supplies into the Klondyke region. Lieut. Preston 
has been in Washington for some time. His principa| 
assistant will be Lieut. James A. Ryan, 9th Cav., who 
gathered up the pack trains at Forts Washakie and Ro). 
inson. e animals already at Vancouver under orgayi- 
zation are to be reinforced by about seventy-five more. 
all selected mules from the Rocky Mountain country and 
used to the extreme rigors of climate. It has been deti- 
nitely decided not to burden the expedition with wagons, 
as has been suggested.

There is reason to believe that Secretary Long will 
formally withdraw the recommendation contained in his 
annual report that officers discharged under the act of 
882 be restored to the Naval service. When the Secre- 
tary first considered the recommendation he did not ap 
preciate the extent to which the legislation he suggeste:| 
would affect a large number of deserving young officers. 
He has received a number of vigorous protests frow 
young officers at the proposed legislation. They point 
out that they would suffer great injury in consequence 
of the restoration of the men discharged under the act 
of 1882; that the best men have undonbtedly made for 
themselves a position in civil life, which they will hari- 
ly care to give up, and that their knowledge of modern 
naval needs is practically nil. It has been suggested that 
if the Secretary desires to secure an increase of the 
Navy, it will be better to make a number of appoint 
ments to the Naval Academy. We understand that As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt is greatly opposed to the r 
storation of officers as recommended by the Secretary. 
Mr. Roosevelt appreciates that the Navy personnel 
should be increased, but he desires that it shall be done 
in a legitimate fashion and without affecting any offi 
cer now in the service. 
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Assistant Secretary Roosevelt is considering a plan 
which has as its object the improvement of gun fire on 
board ships of the Navy. He has instructed Rear Adm. 
Sicard, Commander-in-Chief of the North Atlantic squa:- 
ron, to train the gunners on board the vessels under his 
command to the highest point of efficiency in order to 
establish a standard. The Assistant Secretary has also 
in view the formation of a corps of gun experts, who 
shall devote attention particularly to guns. He was in 
conference with Capt. A. S. Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, Comdr. Charles O'Neil. Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, Lieut, Comdr. Richardson 
Clover, Chief of the Office of Naval Intelligence, and 
Asst. Naval Constr. R. B. Dashiell, in regard to a plan 
for improving the marksmanship of gunners. Asst. Na 
val Constr. Dashiell, who left on Wednesday for a Eu 
ropean trip, will investigate the gunnery conditions ex 
isting in Europe and make a comprehensive report to the 
Navy Department. Adml. Sicard is expected to find out 
what is the greatest rapidity with accuracy that can 
be attained with the 4, 5, 6 and 8-inch guns, in order to 
establish a standard and then proceed systematically to 
raise it. The Assistant Secretary will also determine 
whether the gunnery matter shall be placed under one 
Bureau instead of being divided between the Bureaus of 
Navigation and Ordnance and the Office of Naval In 
telligence. 


The United States Circuit Court, D. of Massachusetts 
sits down heavily on a sea lawyer who applied for ; 
habeas corpus in the case of Coxswain Jesse R. Grau, on 
the ground that the proceedings of the G. C. M. which 
convicted and sentenced him were irregular. The court 
held that the designation of Admiral Bunce as “Com 
mander-in-Chief, U. S. naval forces, North Atlantic Sta 
tion,” brought him within the provisions of Article 3S 
Sec. 1624 Rev. Stat., requiring that a G. C. M. should 
be convened by the Commander-in-Chief of a fleet_o: 
squadron, Article 248, Navy Regulations, says: “Th: 
title ‘Commander-in-Chief,, when occurring in navi! 
laws, regulations and other documents, shall be held to 
refer to the officer in chief command of a fleet or squad 
ron.” No objection to the authority of Admiral Bunce 
having been raised during the trial, it was not neces 
sary to attach to the record of the court martial a copy 
of his commission. It is further held that the order of 
Admiral Bunce to Captain Wise designating the mem 
bers of the court was a summons within the meaning of 
the statutes. The fact that he subsequently substituted 
Lieut. Berry for Lieut. Comly is immaterial. The ac 
cused received a copy of the charges and specifications 
and admitted their receipt. This is held to be a suffi 
cient service in the absence of any objection on his part 
or on the part of his counsel at the time. There was no 
irregularity in the change of date and place of trial, or 
anything prejudicial to the petitioner. In conclusion, th: 
court says: Upon a careful review of the whole record, w: 
find nothing which warrants the court in granting the 
prayer of the petitioner. Petition denied.

-Robin enlisted as a landsman on the 25th 
of June, 1896, at Mare Island, and was transferred to the 
Oregon on July 15, 1897. He was promoted to ordinar) 
seaman on the 21st of January, 1897.

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THE FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 


The bill to name Lieut. Comdr. R. M. G. Brown, U. 
S. N., now on the retired list, to be a Commander on the 
retired list, has been re-introduced in the House. A biil 
has been introduced in the House to pension the widow 
of late Lieut. Col. Joseph G. Best, at the rate of $20 
per month. 

Senator Hale has introduced in the Senate a bill, S. 
2016, recommended by Secretary Long, that hereafter 
Boards organized in pursuance of existing law for the 
examination of officers for promotion in the Navy shall 
consist of five members, three of whom, when prac- 
icable shall be selected from the same corps as the can- 
didate, and two from the Medical Corps of the Navy, 
and a recorder; the members other than those of the 
Medical Corps to be senior in rank to the officer to be 
examined, and such examination to be made under the 
following heads: First, physical and mental qualifica- 
tion; second, moral and professional qualifications. 
o be promoted. If he is found by the full Board to be 
disqualified for promotion physically or mentally, or both, 
+ will conclude the examination by reporting the cause 

r causes of the disability, and whether such disability 
was contracted in the line of duty. Should the officer be 
ound incapacitated for service by reason of 1 
lisability contracted in the line of duty, he shall be re- 
tired with the rank to which his seniority entitled him 
o be promoted. If he is found by the full Board to be 
nentally and physically qualified for promotion, the ex- 
amination shall proceed under the second head, the med- 
cal officers of the Board being excused from further 

ttendance upon the sessions thereof. The Board shall 

-port their recommendation on any officer in the follow- 
ng form: “‘We hereby certify that has the physi- 
cal, mental, moral and professional qualifications to per- 
form efficiently all the duties, both at sea and on shore, 
€ the grade to which he is to be promoted, and recom- 
mend him for promotion.” 

The following Departmental bills have also been in- 
roduced by Secretary Long. We give their titles only, 
as they have heretofore been published in the “Journal:” 

S. 2015—A bill to amend Section 3719 of the Revised 
—— relative to guaranties on purchases for naval 
supplies. 

S. 2014—That Sections 1529 and 1530 R. S. of the 
United States, are from and after the passage of this 
ict repealed.

And such vessels shall be 
ommanded as nearly as may be as follows: First and 
second rates by Captains; second and third rates by 
Commanders; fourth rates by Lieutenant Commanders 
ind Lieutenants; torpedo boats and other unclassified 
vennat by officers below the grade of Lieutenant Com- 
mander, 

S. 2013—To amend Seciion 4813 of the Revised Stat- 
ites relating to the pensions drawn by inmates of naval 
hospitals. 

S. 2012.—To amend Section 1517 of the Revised Stat- 
utes relating to naval officers on sea duty. 

S. 2011—To authorize the use of depositions before 
urval courts in certain cases. 

S. 2010—To create a Hospital Corps of the Navy of 
the United States, to define its duties, and to regulate 
its pay. (The ‘Journal’ published this bill last week.) 

S. 2009—To enable naval courts martial and courts of 
inquiry to secure the attendance and testimony of civil- 
itn Witnesses. With reference to this last bill the Sec- 
retary says: “The use of depositions of witnesses re- 
siding beyond the limits of the State, Territory or Dis- 
trict in which a military court is ordered to sit, is sanc- 
tioned by Article 91 of the Articles of War, but no simi- 
ar provision of law exists with reference to the Navy, 
although the reasons which prompted its enactment ap- 
ply with equal, if not greater, force to the latter branch 
of the service, as the operations of the Navy extend over 
a much wider field, and witnesses serving on board naval 
vessels are subject at any moment to be ordered to a 
listant station. After careful consideration, I am of the 
opinion that the evils arising from this state of affairs 
should be remedied by legislation authorizing the use, 
under proper restriction, of depositions of witnesses, 
whose testimony may be required before naval courts, 
but where personal attendance cannot be secured with- 
out unreasonable expense and delay.” 

The Senate has passed and requested the concurrence 
of the House in acts granting pensions to the widows of 
Prof. James Mercur, Chief Engineer George Sewell, 
Gen, B. 8.

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THD BATTLE OF FRANKLIN. 

We publish the following letter, which has never be- 
ore appeared in print, as a contribution to the contro- 
ersy between Gen. D. S. Stanley and Gen. J. B. Cox,

Governors Island, July 19, 1888. 

My Dear General: I have read and carefully consid- 
ed your letter of July 9. 

My letter to Gen. Stanley, dated Sept. 5, 1887, was 
ritten with great care and, upon reperusal, I believe it 
ves my view of the case as precisely as I can state it.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Cavendish Paxton, widow of Cost. Jo- 
Paxton, U. S. A., and mother of Cont. Alexis I, 
Paxton, U. S. A., now on duty with the } National Guard 
of Pennsylvania, and stationed in Harrisburg, died sud- 
denly about 3 P.M, Lree, 30, at the residence of her son, 
Mrs. Paxton, who was about 65 years of age, was the 
youngest daughter of Capt. Job Ww hipple, «a noted pu- 
triot and sea captain in his day, who took part in our 
war with England in 1812, Afterward he settled in 
Philadelphia and married Mary Paxton, of that city. He 
took an active part in the politics of his time, and was a 
strong Whig and friend of Henry Clay. Mrs, Paxton 
inherited many of his decided and ardent qualities of 
mind and heart, She was a devoted mother and wife;

By direction of the Acting Secretary of Ww ar, para- 
graph 1859 of the Regulations is revoked, and para- 
graphs 12¥, 1480, 1855 and 1358 are amended to read as 
tollows: 

12¥. Deserters will be brought to trial with the least 
practicable delay. While awaiting trial they will receive 
no pay, nor will they be permitted to sign pay rolls, and 
wili be required to wear the clothes worn at the time of 
arrest, unless it should be imperative to issue other cloth- 
ing, When, as far as practicable, only deserters or other 
unserviceable clothing will be issued. 

180. ‘Lhe clothing abandoned by a deserter will be 
turned over to the Quartermaster, with a certificate from 
the company or detachment commander showi ing its con- 
dition and the name of the deserter to whom it belonged, 
ln no case should the money or proceeds of the sale of 
effects of a deserter be turned over to his relatives, nor 
any payment made therefrom by an officer on any ac- 
count whatsoever, All other personal effects of a de- 
serter will be disposed of as in the case of unclaimed ef- 
fects of deceased soldiers. ; 

1455. Should any error or informality be discovered in 
a check it will be returned to the Paymaster, who will 
correct the same and return it with the least practicable 
delay. ‘Lhe roll will be returned to the Paymaster after 
payment of the company with a note thereon, verified 
by the witnessing otlicer, stating the facts as to the er- 
roneous check, ‘Che receipt of the corrected check will 
be certified by the company commander to the Paymas- 
ter, who will file such certificate with the pay rolls. 

1358. Should a soldier die or desert in the interval be- 
tween signing the pay rolls and the receipt of the money 
at the post from the Paymaster, the check or cash wiil 
be immediately returned to the Pay master; the cash by 
express, the check by registered mail, and a note of ex- 
planation stating the fact of non-payment and return of 
the check or money will be made on the roll, verified by 
the signature of the witnessing oflicer. The same course 
will be pursued should a soldier decline to receive his 
pay, or if for any other reason it should be impracti- 
cable to deliver it to him in person. When a Paymaster 
has had money returned to him in such cases he will 
eancel the signature of the soldier on the roll.

RESTORING NAVAL ACADEMY GRADUATES. 
1219 Harvard Street, 
Washington, D. C. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal.” 

The writer of the article, “Restoring Naval Academy 
Graduates,” in your issue of Dec. 25, is evidently under 
the impression that the restoration of the Naval Academy 
graduates discharged under the act of Aug. 5, 1882, will 
work a hardship on the young officers now in the service 
above whom the restored graduates would be placed. 
This impression is not altogether correct and indeed the 
early promotion of the young officers referred to would 
be facilitated. 

The resolution which has the support of the Hon. Sec- 
retary of the Navy reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in Congress assembied, ‘hat the President of 
the United States be and he is hereby, authorized, in 
his discretion to nominate, and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, to appoint as Lieutenants, 
Junior Grade, as Knsigns, or as Magineers of like rela- 
tive rank, as the case may be, in addition to 
the number of such officers as prescribed by existing 
law, such persons as, having completed the course ol 
study at the Naval Academy, and having passed satis- 
factorily the final examination preliminary to graduation, 
were discharged in pursuance of the provisions of the 
act of Aug. 5, 1882; the officers so appointed to take 
rank at the foot of their respective classes, but not above 
the rank, or relative rank, of Lieutenant, Junior Grade; 
Provided, That no person shall be so appointed until he 
shall have passed such examination as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, and provided further, that 
in no case shail such persons receive pay, for any por- 
tion of the period during whch they were out of the ser- 
vice. 

It empowers the President by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate to appoint such discharged gradu- 
ates only who shall pass the required examination and 
these appointments shall be in addition to the number 
of officers prescribed by existing law. In other words, 
the resolution seeks to restore these graduates not as 
vacancies occur, which would undoubtedly work a hard- 
ship to the young officers now in the service by depriving 
them of promotion to fill such vacancies, but by increas- 
ing the number of officers in the respective grades to 
which the restored graduates are eligibie. Such increase 
would work to the advantage of the young oflicers by ta- 
cilitating their early promotion, since the larger the num- 
ber of officers in any grade the larger will be the num- 
ber of vacancies occurring in that grade each year by 
death, retirement, ete. 

I would like also to further correct the article referred 
to which states that “at least one hundred and fifty offi- 
cers will be available for examination for restoration to 
the service,” and have prepared the following table which 
shows the total number of graduates availabie for restor- 
ation to be about one-half of that number or more accu- 
rately eighty-eight. ‘This table also shows the number 
taken into the service each year, the number honorably 
discharged, the number who have died, number dis 
charged at their own request, number discharged by rea-

Mr. Charles T. Bland introduced a bill in the Virginia 
House of Representatives and had it placed on the ealen 
dar for immediate action authorizing the United States 
Government to purchase certain lands on the southern 
branch of the Elizabeth River contiguous to the Gos 
port Navy Yard, for the purpose of establishing a wet 
deck and other naval improvements.

about the position of China. One of the suggested ob- 
jects in the movement against that country is the deter- 
mination to remove the likin or internal transportation 
impost: In this country we do not allow foreigners. to 
share our inland transportation and if China is forced 
to amend her domestic regulations at the bidding of for- 
eigners we shall have a fine example of what our fate 
might be if ever we were so foolish as to suffer any falling 
off of our armament. The condition of our Navy twenty 
years ago, if renewed now, would place us in a most 
critical position, and it will be dangerous to interrupt the 
steady though gradual growth of our force. This is a 
world of greed and the essential characteristic of modern 
trade is that the nations enter ihto it not as individuals 
only but as-powers. Most of the recent fighting has been 
for trade purposes. 

This is also a world wherein the few families in which 
is concentrated the right of sovereign authority are or- 
ganizing their forces to resist the contradictory right 
of popular government and this country has been made 
to feel the strength and unity of their opposition on many 
occasions. We stand for a great principle of social and 
governmental unity and the necessity of guarding it has 
been the mainspring of our policy for a century, and 
must be for centuries to come. The most momentous 
question before this nation to-day is whether we shall 
be able to maintain that principle by adhering strictly 
to the seclusion which we have preserved in the past or 
whether it is necessary, and therefore our duty, to en- 
large our policy. The first step to such an enlargement 
would be the acquisition on every fitting occasion of the 
islands immediately off our eastern shore, and the Sand- 
wich Islands in the Pacific. 

Such a policy involves changes, but none which can be 
characterized as unjust to others or dangerous to our- 
selves. We shall need a permanent navy and some in- 
crease of our land forces, both of them advances which 
are urgently demanded on other grounds. To meet the 
costs of the change we shall have to reform our revenue 
laws and we shall have to devise a system of terri- 
torial government which will be energetic and protective 
and free from recurrent defects of the system we have 
now. 

In every one of these changes there are the seeds of 
improvement over our present methods, and one of the 
blessings of an enlarged foreign policy would be that it 
would call far the removal of some bad features of our 
home govertiment. We have tried to meet the great ques- 
tions which come to every important government by 
solutions that regard the interests of the people more 
highly than they were ever regarded before and the 
great results we have produced are proof that the ad- 
vancement of the race required just such a government 
for the people. It was impossible to apply a new treat- 
ment to these problems without making mistakes and the 
question is whether the time has come for re-examining 
our policy and courageously correcting any errors we 
may find. The blustering of England against Nicaragua, 
and Germany against Hayti, forcing feeble powers to 
yield without regard to the merit of their contention, il- 
lustrate the domination to which despotic powers with 
armies and navies at their command feel themselves en- 
titled. In like manner the concerted movement of Eu- 
rope upon China is an evidence that continent may be 
arrayed against continent. It is useless to say that in 
your opinion or in mine this will not take place, that the 
sentiment of mankind would be against it. The whole 
course of European politics proves that the disposition of 
these great forces is in the absolute control of a few men, 
that they are aggressive and greedy, and that whatever 
the state of private opinion may be in the countries they 
rule the people obey and supply men, money and ships to 
support policies to which they declare themselves op- 
posed. This is the condition and we must meet it with 
preparation and willingly or suffer the disasters of a 
surprise.

IMPORTANT MBASURES BEFORE CONGRESS, 





Judge Ady. Gen. Lieber will make an earnest effort to 
secure the passage of two important military measures 
when Congress reconvenes. One of these amends the 
summary court act and the other enlarges the criminal 
jurisdiction in military reservations. Secretary Alger 
in a letter to Congress on the subject, quotes from the 
favorable report made by the House Military Commit- 
tee of the 54th Congress on the bill “to amend an act to 
promote the administration of justice in the Army, ap- 
proved Oct. 1, 1890.” This report states that the bill 
referred has proved acceptable to the Army, but ‘that it 
has some defects. “The summary court, under the act 
creating it, can only exist at posts where there is a ‘line 
officer second in rank,’ or at stations where only staff offi- 
cers are on duty, or but one commissioned officer is pres- 
ent with a command. But these do not cover all cases 
intended to be provided for. No provision is made for a 
command with which there is present a line officer (in 
command) and one or more staff officers—a detached com- 
mand, for example, with one line officer and a surgeon. 
Nor does the summary act provide for a command under 
a staff officer, and with which there is one and only 
one line officer on duty. <A further objection to the pres- 
ent system is that certain officers ‘second in command’ 
are designated by the statute as the summary court, and 
pursuant to this fixed designation they must hold the 
court whether fitted for the discharge of the duty or not. 
The enactment of the substitute would remedy these defi- 
ciencies.” 

Section 4 provides “that soldiers sentenced by court 
martial to dishonorable discharge and confinement shall, 
until discharged from such confinement, remain subject 
to the Articles of War and other laws relating to the 
administration of military justice.”” With reference to 
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this the Secretary quotes from his annual report for 1895 
as follows: 

“Under Section 1361 of the Revised Statutes prisoners 
in confinement in the military prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth under sentences of courts martial were ‘liable to 
trial and punishment by courts martial under the rules 
and Articles of War for offenses committed during the 
said confinement.’ The constitutionality of this provision 
has recently received careful consideration at the hands 
of the Hon. Amos M. Thayer, United States Circuit 
Judge, whose decision is of such importance in this con- 
nection that I attach it as an appendix to this report. It 
will be noticed that Judge Thayer discusses, among other 
things, the effect of a discharge from the service by sen- 
tence of court martial when accompanied with the impo- 
sition of a term of confinement, explaining it in the fol- 
lowing language: 

“*A discharge executed under these circumstances and 
for such a purpose cannot be said to have had the ef- 
fect of severing his connection with the Army and of 
freeing him forthwith from all the restraints of military 
law. ‘The discharge was no doubt operative to deprive 
him of pay and allowances, but so long as he was held in 
custody under sentence of a court martial, for the pur- 
pose of enforcing discipline and punishing him for deser- 
tion, he remained subject to military law which pre- 
vailed in the prison where he was confined, and subject 
also to the jurisdiction of a court martial for all viola- 
tions of such law committed while he was so held.’ 

“The military prison has now been discontinued, and 
military prisoners who have been discharged from the 
service by virtue of their sentences, but are held under 
military authority to serve terms of confinement, are 
now serving their terms at military posts. There is, how- 
ever, no law which subjects them to the discipline of trial 
by court thartial under the Articles of War, and an im- 
portant means of making confinement an effective mili- 
tary punishment is, therefore, lacking. The announce to 
the prisoner that, no matter what he may do, he cannot 
have the term of his confinement extended is a direct 
encouragement to insubordination and must impair the 
effect of military imprisonment as an exemplary punish- 
ment. In order to remedy this evil, it is very desirable 
that there should be legislation declaring that soldiers 
sentenced by court martial to dishonorable discharge and 
confinement shall, until discharged from such confine- 
ment, remain subject to the Aryicles of War, and other 
laws relating to the administra%ion of military justice.” 

In a letter recommending legislation to enlarge crimi- 
nal jurisdiction over military reservations the Secretary 
of War quotes from a decision of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, Colorado, as follows: 

“*Under this construction the only criminal law in 
force on a place under the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
United States is such criminal law of the United States 
as may be applicable, and, if it is a place jurisdiction 
ever which has been ceded by a State existing in 1866, 
the laws of the State in force at that time, In two 
cases cited the criminal laws of the State could not be 
enforced over ‘the ceded territory because the State was 
not in existence at the time of the enactment of 1866, 
from which section 5391 of the Revised Statutes was 
taken, And in States which were in existence at that 
time the criminal laws adopted since cannot, under the 
legislation as interpreted by the courts, be extended over 
such territory.’ ” 

An earnest attempt was made to persuade the House 
to pass the bill providing for the deficiency in Army pay 
before they adjourned for the holidays, but Mr. Bailey 
objecting it could not be acted upon. A spirited debate 
arose upon the bill in the course of which Mr, Hull said: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury and the Secretary of 
War sent urgent letters to us, stating that this should be 
passed, if possible, before the holidays, as otherwise the 
men in the Army—soldiers—would not get their pay be- 
fore the holidays, and would not have the money that 
they have earned and which has been provided for by 
law. They were very anxious to have it done for that 
reason, The unexpended balance will leave something 
like $35,000 after the $85,000 has been authorized to be 
paid; and this is simply paying what the Government 
owes and what the men will eventually have to be paid.”

According to the usually well informed Manchester 
“Guardian” England intends to enforce her rights under 
her most favored nation treaties to use Port Arthur, Kiao 
Chou, or any other port in China occupied by Russia or 
Germany on equal terms with those ‘nations. If Russia 
has been granted the right to winter ships at Port Ar- 
thur Great Britain will enforce her right to the same 
privilege and her ships will winter there, whether China 
concedes or does not concede the right. If Germany ob- 
tains a naval station at Kiao Chou Great Britain insists 
upon having a lease of ground for a naval station at the 
same port, and she will support every other power mak- 
ing the same claim. The government has also declared 
that the same principle applies to such transactions as 
railway and mine monopolies. Taking the stand on the 
treaties, Great Britain refuses to acknowledge such con- 
cessions, and will insist upon similar railway and mine 
rights, and will use such force to secure or defend them 
as may be necessary.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


_We continue to hear of great activity in Russian naval 

circles. The estimates of 1898 are about 6,000,000 rou- 
bles greater than those of the present year, and the out- 
lay upon warship buildings will be very much: larger. At 
the new Admiralty Yard, St. Petersburg, a cruiser of 
the Rossia type is in hand. The destroyer Sokol, which 
was built by Messrs. Yarrow, is serving as the type of 
= others. Four vessels of the class are in hand, and 
not less than twenty-four similar boats are reported to 
be in hand, or to be prepared for. Twelve of these are in- 
tended for Vladivostok. <A battleship of 12,674 tons, 
434 feet long, and with 26-foot concent, resembling the 
Oslabya, is also in hand. A smaller battleship of 8,800 
tons, and of the Rotislav class, is to be built, and a sis- 
ter of the Tri Sviatitelia (12,480 tons) is shortly to be 
laid down. 

As has been hitherto noted in the “Journal,” the 
French are made quite uneasy by the superiority of the 
mail service between the English and German ports and 
the port of New York over that from France. Prospec- 
tive addition to the British merchant fleet of the White 
Star steamer now building at Belfast, Ireland, has sug- 
gested the following plan for improving the French serv- 
ice: New concessions are now being asked for to replace 
existing subsidies; if these or others of a satisfactory 
character are secured, the Compagnie Generale Trans- 
atlantique, which now operates the line between Havre 
and New York, will engage to construct three ships at 
onee, and four finally, all of which shall be equal to any 
ships in the trade. They will guarantee 22 knots per 
hour, and pay a penalty of $20,000 for each tenth of a 
knot under 21% knots. The plan contemplates havin¥ 
the four new ships sailing on regular dates from either 
port on July 1, 1905. ’ 

A dispatch from Brest says that the French cruiser 
Jean Bart has been ordered to proceed immediately to 
China. 

The Secretary of the Navy has transmitted to Con- 
gress a letter from the chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks to consolidate and expend certain appropriations 
aggregating $54,000 for the purpose of building a coal 
shed of 5,000 tons capacity at Key West, where, as the 
chief of the Bureau of Equipment shows in an accom- 
panying letter, coaling facilities are greatly needed. 

Owing to continued delays in making repairs to the 
ships of the North Atlantic squadron, the departure of 
the fleet from Hampton Roads for the Gulf of Florida 
has again been delayed. It is now stated that they will 
not get away before Jan. 16, and possibly not before the 
“0th of the month. The second-class battleship Maine, 
which is at Key West, is the only large vessel in Florida 
waters. It was reported to the Department on Monday 
that the repairs to the battleship Iowa had been com- 
pleted and it was expected that she would sail for Hamp- 
ton Roads in a few days. The repairs to the Massa- 
chusetts were then expected to be completed on the 7th 
and those to the Texas by the 12th or the 15th of Janu- 
ary. Upon the arrival of the Iowa, Massachusetts and 
Texas, the squadron will get under way and cruise down 
the coast and will arrive in the Gulf of Florida the latter 
part of January. ‘They will remain in those waters until 
April and will thenreturn North, The Gulf of Florida, 
otherwise known as the Bahama Channel, is the narrow 
sea between the Florida coast and the Bahama Islands, 
nearly 40 miles long and 45 miles wide. The gulf stream 
passes through it, and the current here is strong, running 
from two to five miles per hour. 

Advices received at the Navy Department concerning 
the recent trip of the gunboat Newport from Key West 
te Greytown with the Nicaragua Canal surveying party 
on board state that the latter half of the cruise was 
made principally under sail and her sailing qualities 
were found to be highly satisfactory. One of the squalls 
for which the Caribbean is famous struck her while un- 
der sail without causing any perceptible heeling. Ap- 
proaching Greytown she did not behave so well, how- 
ever, the ground swells causing her to roll to her upper 
rail and giving her passengers a most unpleasant ex- 
perience, On the arrival in port of Adml, Walker, Col. 
Hains and Mr, Haupt, they were met by the command- 
ant and received with the greatest formality and cere- 
mony, as well as cordiality. Fearing that the heavy sea 
at the time off Greytown would prevent the landing of 
the steam launches and other material of the expedition, 
Comdr, Tilley decided to leave on Dee. 18 for Port Si- 
mon, Costa Rica, to secure the necessary laborers for 
the working parties, but as the mission did not prove en- 
tirely successful, the ship will later go to Colon to find 
the necessary men. On the evening of Dec. 19 the cap- 
tain and officers of the Newport were given a reception 
by the governor. The morning following, the Newport 
fired a national salute to the port. In the afternoon the 
governor called, and again the Newport’s guns honored 
him. The ship returned the night of Dec. 20 to Grey- 
town in order to discharge the launches, coal and other 
freight of the expedition. Owing to the lack of laborers, 
the organization of the expedition is still incomplete and 
work cannot at once be commenced, 

There is no truth in the report that the battleship 
Oregon will be ordered to the Asiatic station to take 
the place of the Olympia. The only vessel which will 
shortly proceed to the Asiatic station will be the Con- 
cord, which is now fitting out at Mare Island. 

Reports received by the Office of Naval Intelligence 
comment upon the unusual number of triple-screw cruis- 
ers under construction abroad, and refer to the fact that 
the United States was the first power to introduce this 
type of ship'in the naval service. All the large cruisers 
of unarmored type lately designed, the Naval Attachés 
state, are to have three screws and to be of great speed, 
with a radius of action equaling, and in some instances, 
exceeding that of the American flyers, Columbia and 
Minneapolis. Russia’s five cruisers are all credited with 
a sustained speed of twenty-three knots an hour, and 


are-expected under forced draught and the most favorg- 
ble conditions to exceed this by half a knot. None of 
them is expected, however, to exceed the record of the 
Minneapolis, which approached twenty-four knots on 
four hours’ run. The Guichen, building for France, jg 
reported to have an engine power which should place her 
in the lead of the world’s triple-screw cruisers, while 
the Jeanne d’Are and an unnamed now under construe. 
tion at Toulon are expected to at least equal the speed of 
the United States ships. The Weovet tenis the entire 
lot of triple-screw vessels in displacement, having a top- 
nage exceeding 12,000. She is exceedingly fast and has 
an enormous coal capacity. 

Secretary Long will transmit to Congress next week 
the bill for the reorganization of the personnel of the 
Navy which was submitted to him last week by Assist- 
ant Secretary Roosevelt. When Secretary Long give 
permission to Mr. Roosevelt to make public the report of 
the Board and the personnel measure prepared by it, 
that official expressly stated that he reserved to himself 
the right to make such comments as he saw fit. There 
is no doubt whatever, however, that the Secretary will 
indorse the reorganization measure. It is believed that 
he will adopt the alternative proposition recommended 
by Mr. Roosevelt. In conversation with the “Journ,|” 
representative before his departure, the Secretary said 
that he saw no reason why Naval officers should not re- 
ceive as much pay as the officers of the Marine Corps 
and the Army. The Secretary appreciates the fact, 
however, that if a reorganization is to be gotten through 
at this session it must involve no additional expenditure 
and he is therefore desirous of cutting down the cost as 
much as possible. So far as we have been able to learn, 
there has been no effort to organize action in opposition 
to the passage of the Roosevelt bill. We understand 
that members of the House and Senate committees have 
each been furnished with a copy of the bill and Mr, 
Roosevelt’s report in favor of it, and some who have 
read the documents make complimentary allusions to 
them. Official consideration of the bill will not com- 
mence, however, until the Secretary formally lays it be- 
fore the committees. 

The Navy Department was officially informed on Mo; 
day that Commodore George Dewey had raised his flag 
as commander-in-chief of the Asiatic station, succeeding 
Commodore F. V. McNair, who will return to the United 
States and succeed Rear Admiral L. A. Beardslee as 
president of the Examining and Retiring Boards. Co: 
modore Dewey will not rank as Rear Admiral while in 
command of the Asiatic station, Secretary Long having 
decided some weeks ago to abolish the title of Acting 
Rear Admiral. The Department will direct the Concord, 
now at Mare Island, to proceed to China just as soon as 
her repairs are completed, 

Secretary Long returned to Washington Thursday af- 
ternoon and relieved Assistant Secretary Roosevelt of 
his duties as Acting Secretary. It is expected that the 
Secretary will announce in a few days his decision wit) 
reference to fireproof wood, he having taken away with 
him a copy of the report which Mr. Roosevelt submitted 
to him in regard to the continued use of this material in 
the Navy. 

Mr. Roosevelt made a very careful inquiry, examining 
the conflicting reports of the Naval Board and the Chie! 
of the Bureau of Construction, and listening to the argu- 
ment of Hon. Hilary A. Herbert as counsel for the Fir 
proofing Company. His conclusion is that the wood 
should not be used on the new torpedo boats, where very 
little wood is required and the danger of fire infinitesimal, 
as a shot striking would sink such a boat. He finds that 
the fireproofed wood corrodes metal and is difficult to 
work, dulling tools; that the process adds to its weight 
and decreases its strength; that the wood wears badly, 
absorbs and keeps moisture so that decks are continually 
in a soaked and water logged condition. But the fata! 
objection is that water destroys the fireproof quality of 
the wood, soaking out the chemicals. Decks will thus 
become more inflammable than when the ae prey = 
process is not used. There are minor defects such as the 
difficulty of making the wood retain paint, and its cost. 
The report is as a whole a sweeping condemnation of 
fireproof wood, and Mr. Roosevelt thinks that under ex 
isting contracts the use of the wood should be confined 
to joiner work. 

The gunboat Marietta will not be able to leave Mare 
Island for Salvador before the 15th of the month. 
Comdr. F, M. Symonds, commanding the Marietta, in 
formed the Department upon the receipt of his orders 
to proceed to Salvador, that some repairs would have to 
be made to the gunboat which would prevent her de 
parture before the time indicated. The repairs are be 
ing made to portions of the vessel damaged during th« 
cyclones which the vessel passed through on her way 
to San Francisco from Alaska. 

The Machias will proceed to New York, where she will 
be placed out of commission. 

The engines are being hoisted into the cruiser Chicago, 
at the Navy Yard, New York. When her machinery is 
once more in place the ship will be a long way on her 
way to being placed again in commission,

She carries four 6-pounders in sponsons and _ her 
decks are fitted for mounting eight 4-inch rapid-fire guns. 
She carries a 15-inch torpedo tube in her bow. Her 
triple-expansion engines, designed by Capt. J. W. Col 
lins, the Engineer-in-Chief of the Revenue service, drove 
her 161% knots an hour on her trial trip, and she carries 
coal enough to take her 5,500 knots at low speed without 
recoaling. While the McCulloch was at Baltimore tak- 
ing on provisions for her long voyage, she was inspected 
by the Secretary of the Treasury Gage, in company with 
Assistant Secretary Howell, Capt. Shoemaker and Capt 
Collins.

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OUR SAILORS AT PENSACOLA. 
We give here the speech of Lieut. Comdr. W. W. Kim- 
ball, commanding the torpedo boat flotilla, at the ban- 
quet given to the flotilla at St. Augustine, Fla., Dec. 20. 


“Mayor Genovar, Members of the Honorable City Council, 
and Gentlemen of St. Augustine: 

“In response to the toast that bas just been given, it be- 
comes my duty to express to you the appreciation of the 
officers and men of the flotilla for the cordial invitation to 
visit this port that we received; for the many charming 
courtesies that you have extended to us, and for the delight- 
ful hospitality we are receiving. Gentlemen, I can't do it. 
My vocabulary is not sufficient. But although I cannot do 
my — duty—a most pleasant duty were I competent to do 
it—I would like to take you into our confidence and ac- 
knowledge that we have learned since coming to St. Augus- 
tine something of what is evidently one of its prominent 
characteristics. 

We all knew long ago that it was the oldest city in_ the 
United States. We were taught that in our youth. Pos- 
sibly some of you have heard something of the kind before, 
but since coming here we have learned that it is the most 
hospitable city in the United States. We are sensible of 
that fact in every sense of the word, for we have heard it, 
seen it, felt it, smelled and tasted it. (Smelling and tasting 
the wine.) 

“In making this bare statement of fact, I would wish to 
impress upon you another fact—that hospitality is not un- 
known to us; for in our passage down the coast so many 
and so varied courtesies have been extended to us at the 
ports where we have touched that we have become experts 
as objects of hospitality, a most pleasing trade 1 can assure 
you. In no other city have we been the guests of the city 
as such; in no other city has there been within my remem- 
brance the graceful recognition of the worth and character 
of the enlisted force of the Navy that has been shown by 
St. Augustine's official extension of courtesies to it. 

“Gentlemen, the enlisted men of the flotilla are worthy of 
that recognition. Through the kindly forethought of your 
honorable mayor, and his cordial support by the honorable 
council, you are the first to give it. will explain that they 
are not all angels, though the proportion of budding wings 
is greater forward than aft.” 

(This was a delicate compliment all round, for it is not 
gopeeey known that while the ‘quarter deck” is aft on the 
———- and Cushing, it is forward on the Dupont and 

*orter.) 

“And perhaps as great as may be expected in any civilian 
community. n the first place the enlisted force must not 
be afraid of work and discomfort; they must do hard, dirty 
work at all times; and they must forego most of the com- 
parative comforts that fall to men doing duty in ships; 
they must possess knowledge, education and attainments to 
fit them for handling complicated machinery and weapons, 
and above all they must be men of nerve, for even in these 
piping times of peace the smallest error in nansene the 
machinery means death to them below, and a horrible death 
by steam scalding, at that. They know this, and they know 
that they must stick to their posts ne matter whit the emer- 
gweney. 

“In war their duty is to drive home a torpedo attack and 
then to take the chance of escape from death by shot, 
steam and water that is left them. The chance is ver 
small, When a torpedo boat reveals herself by the splas 
of her torpedo, and thus places herself under the search- 
lights of the enemy, and therefore under his fire at close 
range, a fire of a couple of hundred shots a minute, any one 
of which will stop her, her chance of escape is almost nil. 
In fact, as an army friend described the duty, ‘It's what soli- 
diers would call a forlorn hope—d——d much forlorn, and 
d——d little hope, at that.’ 

“How to kill and how to die must be learned In the trade 
of war—a knowledge of the latter is considered more im- 
portant than the former. Men are trained to kill effectively; 
they are disciplined to die properly. The men of the fio- 
tilla know how to accomplish the first part of their trade, 
they can be relied on to do the latter.”

RUSSIA AND JAPAN, 

Russian and German aggressions in China may be of 
fearful consequence to Japan, ‘The division of the Chi- 
nese empire among the powers of Europe will hem her 
in and probably reduce her to a position far below that 
she occupied before the recent Chinese war. Japan re- 
linquished her claim to the Liao Tung peninsula at the 
earnest solicitation of Russia, whose attitude was sup- 
ported by both Germany and France, and so much dis- 
satisfaction was expressed by the people that Count Ito, 
a conservative statesman, was obliged to resign. He 
was succeeded by Count Okuma, a pronounced jingo, who 
talked considerably, but did nothing. He gave way two 
months ago to Nishi, who was formerlv minister at St. 
Petersburg. Nishi’s Russian sympathies were appar- 
ently of no avail in checking Russia’s course with re- 
spect to China and Corea, and another Japanese crisis 
has been provoked and it is now announced that Count 
Ito is forming a cabinet. 

Apparently Japan has not been indifferent to events, 
From ‘Tokyo comes this information: the Japanese 
fleet has recently been engaged in surveying all the 
southern coast of the Corean peninsula; the Japanese se- 
cret service has been at work of late to discover the 
strength of the Russian forces in Viadivostock and Si- 
beria; government and private railways are being pushed 
on with energy in western Japan with military objects 
in view; huge barracks and new naval ports are in course 
of erection at various places on the west coast, facing 
Russian territory; the currency has been changed to a 
gold basis with the object of floating foreign loans; while 
the military and naval services are being extended to a 
degree beyond the resources of the country. Russia on 
her side has been for years increasing her forces in Si- 
beria, where Vladivostock is now one vast garrison, with 
forts crowning every point of vantage, and has her 
emissaries in Japan. She is hurrying forward the con- 
struction of new warships in order to make the strength 
of her Pacific squadron equal to that of Japan's navy. 
She has obtained from Corea the concession of a coaling 
station on Deer Island, off the Corean coast, when she 
recognized that the want of a convenient port for coaling 
purposes, free of ice all the year round, would be a se- 
gous drawback in the case of a naval engagement with 
Japan, 

The restoration of McLeay Brown, the British citizen, 
who was recently dismissed from the Corean customs 
service, was accomplished by a display of naval force, 
Concerning the position of Great Britain with respect to 
Corea, statements made by Mr. Curzon in the House of 
Commons some time ago, are of interest. He said: It 
was the interest of Great Britain “to see that the inde- 
pendence of Corea is maintained and that it is not terri- 
torially or administratively absorbed by the empire of 
Russia; second, that Corean territory and Corean har- 
bors are not made the base of schemes for territorial ag- 
grandizement se as to disturb the balance of power 4 
the far East and give one power a maritime supremacy 
in the eastern seas.”

The excellent editorial article in the “Journal” of 
Dec, 25, “A Hint as to Uniform,” should commend it- 
self to all regimental, post and company commanders in 
the service. 

During the last decade or two the Army of the United 
States has, from a professional point of view, improved 
to a remarkable degree. Not only are the enlisted 
men thereof now of a much superior class, morally, men- 
tally and socially, to those of a former period, but their 
instruction is of a much more extended nature. As far 
as it goes (referring to its numerical inferiority) it may 
justly be considered, I think, the peer of any army in 
existence, and probably superior to most, if not all, oth- 
- in the intelligence of its members, and in marksman- 
ship. 

While, therefore, our Army possesses so many good 
points and while it is undoubtedly highly efficient, there 
are a few matters wherein it is deficient, and which 
while they are not, perhaps, of vital importance, are 
of sufficient moment to deserve and receive comment. 
The point made by the “Journal” as to the necessity of 
soldiers appearing neatly dressed while off duty is well 
taken and of undoubted importance considering the in- 
fluence this matter and others of what may be called a 
kindred nature have upon discipline, 

It is probably due to their ordinary surroundings—be- 
ing stationed at outposts in the far West, where more 
latitude than elsewhere is permitted in the matter of 
that enlisted men, and officers also, for that mat- 
ter, become somewhat careless in their attire. Long ago 
this became a custom. It is so much easier and more 
“comfortable,” they think, to go about town with an un- 
buttoned blouse, a fatigue hat (which looks like the 
devil when it isn’t new), and probably a red or other 
bright colored cravat. The average enlisted man is hap- 
py, indeed, when he can attend a “hop” with a red 
cravat on, 

l remember that when stationed at a post near a fron- 
tier town the commanding officer was one day ap- 
proached by an individual who in his own country would 
have hesitated to address a commissioned officer at all 
and expressed himself thus: “Colonel, your men appear 
in town in a very unsoldierly, untidy condition, blouses 
‘unbuttoned, ete. In Chermany such a thing is un- 
known—it would not be permitted.” It was suggested 
to him in return that if our men were examined 
they would be found cleaner “underneath” than the 
Kaiser's warriors, but the gentleman did not appear to 
consider this of any importance whatever. 

llowever, be it said, the remark as to the 
pearance in town was painfully true. So the command- 
ing officer called the company commanders together; the 
thove incident was related, and some pertinent remarks 
were made, An order issued shortly thereafter had 
beneficial effect, 

One word more. While the methods now employed 
for the enforcement and maintenance of discipline are 
much severe than formerly, and are such as the 
spirit of the age demands, can it be that there is any 
defect in their method of application which has 
changed the attitude of the inferior toward his superior ?

There is a lack of proper “oy reverence, call it what 
you will, nowadays shown by the average enlisted man 
und junior officer toward his military superior. They 
should remember that the office, at least, of the supe- 
rior demands respect from them, 

“Sir.” said an old sergeant to me recently, “in old 
jimes a private had, and showed more respect for a 
first‘sergeant than he does now for a Major General!” 

There are, of course, honorable exceptions, and the 
state of affairs referred to above is confined to a cer- 
tain class—but it ought not to exist at all. 

Ii must be said to the eredit of the enlisted man of 
tovlay that he keeps out of the guardhouse because he 


is self-respecting. Where punishment, however _ be- 
comes necessary, old-fashioned methods would not do at 
all—they would net be in accordance with the spirit of 


the age, nor suitable for application to the superior class 
of men that now constitute the Army of the United 
States, 

I hope to see the day, when, as urged by the “Jour- 
nal” all enlisted men “on pass” will be carefully in- 
spected before leaving their barracks, and none permitted 
to leave them that are not neatly dressed in the pre- 
seribed uniform, or if in. civilian’s dress, then respect- 
ably and neatly elad alse, I would be glad, also, if 


“amour propre” should dictate to some commissioned of-

A GREAT EXPERIMENT. 
To the Editor of the “Army and Navy Journal:” 

It appears from the report of the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, as chairman of the Personnel Board, that 
the line and Engineer officers are unitedly to be made 
the subject of an experiment of wholly unique and ab-

have been so long entangled, cannot be cut by any ordi- 
nary expedient of Naval administration, but that resort 
must be had to nothing short of artificially enforced 
psychological evolution, ITlitherto no one has ever so 


much as conceived the possibility of such a process; and 
indeed nats more clearly proves the originality of the 
idea, than tha> the Board passes over in complete silence 
the back- aannies notions of Lamarck and Goethe, and 
Darwin and Wallace and Haeckel and Huxley and Spen- 
cer and the rest of that ruck of antiquated British and 
German fossils, 

The conditions are therefore worth careful study. The 
Assistant Secretary himself points out that the line offi- 
cer must already possess the attainments of the sailor, 
the gunner, the navigator, the electrician and the tor- 
pedoist and might also have added those of the admiralty 
lawyer and the diplomat. Of course it is not made mani- 
fest that the line officer is obliged to be skilled in all 
these things. He simply gets into trouble if he isn’t. 

Now there is a great profession known as mechanical 
engineering—and there is no branch thereof requiring a 
wider and more comprehensive knowledge of it all than 
that which includes the designing and best use of steam 
machinery. Ip civil life there are men who devote all 
their days to specializations of this—and the Engineers 
of the Navy are examples of such specialists. This pro- 
fession is going to be dumped, so to speak, upon the in- 
tellectual faculties of the line officers; and conversely all 
of the professions of sailor, gunner, navigator, electri- 
cian, torpedoist, admiralty lawyer and diplomat are go- 
ing to be dumped upon the corresponding faculties of the 
engineers. And the experiment is to determine whether 
so rapid evolution will instantly ensue as that assimila- 
tion will promptly follow, and a new and higher order 
of intellect result.

“no Man can Succ cessfully practice two professions,” and 
that “ta jack of all trades is master of none;” and true 
that a land faring person named Addison remarked (186 
years ago) that “there is not a single science or any 
branch of it that might not furnish a man with business 
for life, though it were much longer than it is.” But 
this only emphasizes the intrepidity which grapples with 
such disiculties, 

Consider how instructive the trial will be. We have 
had some experience in perceiving what legislation will 
do in the way of creating values—now we shall observe 
its capability in creating mind. If it succeed who can 
predict the consequences, not merely to this nation, but 
to the race? May it not show us that progressive evolu- 
tion is not the sequence of heredity or environment, or 
of both of these great influences unitedly working 
through vast periods of time, but that the same results 
ean be accomplished through a simple and lightniog-iike 
act of government? This being so, will it be longer 
necessary to restrict the princinle to the particular body 
of men whom we e¢all Naval officers? Armies, navies 
and congresses are merely arbitrarily gathered groups of 
individuals, and it is easy to form other groups for other 
purposes. May we not have for example in the national 
service a body of individuals each skilled in law, medi- 
cine and divinity? How vast would be the knowledge 
of each one of these men, capable of co-ordinating in 
himself and of perceiving the best relations of these 
three great sciences, and of practicing all unitedly to the 
best advantage of everybody! How blessed the nation 
guided by such superior intelligence! Conceiving the 
progress of evolution to go on from such a standpoint 
as that, will not the necessary result be ultimately the

THE CRISIS IN CHINA. 
A NAVY OFFICER'S OPINION, 


The Philadelphia “Times” interesting 
conversation on the subject of China with Capt. John J. 
Read, U. S. N., who has recently returned from the 
Asiatic station, where he commanded the flagship Olym- 
pia. He is at present waiting orders at his home in 
Mount Holly, N. J. Capt. Read is of the opinion that 
the present disturbances will result to the advantage of 
the United States. He says: 

“The nations will not tolerate any further 
by the British, as there is no love for them in Asia.

NATIONAL GUARD ITEMS. 

Capt. Charles C. Schoeneck, on the supernumerary list 
of the New York National Guard, who will soon take 
his seat at the Capitol at Albany as Democratic Assem- 
blyman of the 12th District, is a well known, energetic 
and popular representative of the “Daily Citizen” of 
Brooklyn. Capt. Schoeneck is an old-time athlete, and 
has been in his time a member of the Adelphi, Brooklyn, 
Nassau and Acorn athletic clubs. He enlisted in the 
National Guard, Co. K, 13th Regt., on June 6, 1879, and 
rose rapidly from one place of honor to another. He 
was made a corporal in 1880, a sergeant in 1883, first 
sergeant in 1884, a member of the non-commissioned 
staff in 1885, and elected 1st Lieutenant of Co. F, 32d 
Regt., in 1887. He was made Captain of Co. 1, 32d 
Regt., in 1888, and honorably discharged in 1890. Capt. 
Schoeneck was re-elected Captain of Co. I within ten 
days after his discharge. He was acting Major, and in 
command of the 2d Battalion, 32d Regt., from Jan. 10, 
1891, to May 26, 1892, when the regiment was disband- 
ed. At the disbandment Capt. Schoeneck was placed on 
the supernumerary list, and has since maintained his 
standing as an officer. He has qualified for fifteen suc- 
cessive years as 2 marksman and sharpshooter, and dur- 
ing the same period he has a record of 100 per cent. for 
duty, 

Maj. Roe, of Squadron A, of New York, directs that, 
commencing Jan. 3, 1898, the whole of each troop will 
drill mounted on its respective night. Members owning 
horses who will permit their use by other troopers for 
drill, will be allowed one dollar per night. The drill will 
be “The Troop,” held by the Captain, who will vary it 
from time to time with saber exercise, mounted exer- 
cises, wrestling, double mounting, pursuit, fencing mount- 
ed, melee culting at heads, ete. The squad will be sent 
to target rouge as before. 

The athletic games and reception of the Tist New York 
at the armory, Thirty-fourth street and Park avenue, 
New York City, on Saturday evening, Jan. 8, will be a 
great attraction. The sports will commence promptly at 
8 o'clock, and Fanciulli’s celebrated band will make its 
first appearance in public since its connection with the 
regiment.

He was a well known and highly es- 
teemed otlicer, and during his long service was for some 
years brigade clerk for Gen. Fitzgerald. About two 
years ago he had a stroke of paralysis, from which he 
never recovered. He leaves a wife and a son and daugh- 
ter. The burial was at Woodlawn Jan, 7. Capt. John- 
ston was a member of the Royal Arcanum. 

The announcement in the “Army and Navy Journal’ 
last week that Maj. Chas. F. Roe, of Squadron A, of 
New York, was very certain of appointment as Major 
General under the new reorganization was confirmed on 
Jan. 4 by the announcement that he had been recom- 
mended to the Governor for the position by Adjt. Gen. 
Tillinghast. While the Major is perfectly satisfied to re- 
main in command of his present fine organization, if he 
sees he can be of service to the Guard in a higher sphere, 
and in an office untrammelled by polities, we feel sure 
that when the position of Major General is officially ten- 
dered him, he will accept, and in that event the National 
Guard can look forward to a common sense military 
administration. 

In the Massachusetts Naval Militia, Lieut. 
Edgar, commanding the 6th Division, of Fall River, has 
resigned and been discharged. During the last two 
years everv officer and enlisted man of his division has 
qualified as a sharpshooter, a record which has never 
been equaled. Ensign Walter S. Dodd, of the 2d Divis- 
ion, of Boston, has also resigned and been discharged. 
Ensign Dodd has been a member of every running team 
that has represented the brigade or his division. The 
suecess of the teams in the past has been largely due to 
his efforts, and his place will be hard to fill.
